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Old Contracts Are ‘‘Out"’ 


The legislature in committee of the 
whole approved in principle the cancella- 
tion of “old” private debts at July Ist, 
1940, unless debtors and creditors make 
new agreements in the meantime, 

Having been approved in principle, the 
assumption has to be that the cancella- 
tion will actually occur on the cut-off 
date where revised agreements have not 
been made. Anyone who assumes the 
threatened cancellation may not really 
take place, will do so at his own peril. If 
he chooses to imagine the legislature is 
only bluffing he must take the risk. 

The broad effect is that debt contracts 
made before July 1st, 1936, no longer 
mean what they say. Collection proceed- 
ings can only be taken with consent of the 
Debt Adjustment Board, and the business 
of the board is to “adjust”? debts down to 
a payable basis, not to confirm the “sanc- 
tity” of existing agreements. 

The creditor who does not want to 
risk having the axe fall two years hence 
and cut off his claim entirely, must go be- 
fore the Board for an adjustment or nego- 
tiate a new deal with his debtor. The leg- 
islature has declared the axe will fall on 
the date named; and there is no provision 
that a claim thus outlawed can be revived 
afterward. 


Another ‘‘Mess”’ 
There were 10,323 persons in Al- 
berta registered as unemployed at the last 
week-end; 4,405 in Calgary, 3.492 in Ed- 
monton, and single men from the farms 
flocking into both cities. Calgary relief- 
men are on strike because the city cut the 
schedule of allowances down to the pro- 
vincial scale. Edmonton relief-men are 
demanding that provincial relief officials 
be “fired” and relief administration trans- 
ferred to some other department. 

Unwilling, as they are, to consent to 
amendment of the constitution, the Pro- 
vincial Government must heartily wish the 
Dominion—or any other authority—would 
take this relief “bear cat” off their hands. 
They could hardly be blamed for agreeing 
to almost anything to get rid of it. 

One point is clear. The federal Gov- 
ernment cannot want to take over the job 
in supposition that popularity, or any 
other advantage, can be got out of it. 
There is no gain, political or other, for 
whatever authority undertakes the task of 
distributing relief without starting a tax- 
payer rebellion, 

It is in the nature of things that those 
on relief should think they get too little, 
and that those who provide the relief 
should think they pay too much. Also that 
the problem should become more compli- 
cated, baffling and irksome as time passes 
It will be a happy day for all right-minded 
people on relief and off—should that day 
ever come—when unemployment relief is 
no longer needed. And a 
happy day for governments.

Last fall the burgesses rejected a by- 
law to provide $25,000 for a police signal 
system, the vote being small and about 
evenly divided for and against. There was 
some reason to suppose the objectors were 
not so much averse to buying a new sys- 
tem as to doing this by the cumbersome 
and costly process of selling interest-bear- 
ing bonds to raise the money, 

There is little likelihood that protests 
will be raised if council installs the new 
telephone system and also equips the po- 
lice cars with radio, so long as this is done 
out of revenue. 

Everyone must know that Edmonton 
cannot maintain a police force other than 
amall in comparison with the size of the 
city; and that to" secure maximum effi- 
ciency the force must have means to keep 
constantly in touch with headquarters 
Up-to-date communication equipment 
would more than double the mobility of the 


its numerical strength. 

If council can find the money without 
piling up more debt and interest charges, 
there should be little or no objection to the 
proposed equipment being provided. 


Quite aside from the merits of the Pro- 
duction Tax plan, there can be nothing 
but commendation for the deliberative 
manner in which it is being brought into 
effect; if it ever is put into effect. 

The bill is to come up again at the ses- 
sion next spring. Meantime the courts 
will pronounce upon its validity and the 
farmers—to whom it exclusively applies— 
will have an opportunity to say what they 
think about it. If the courts condemn it 
as bad law, it can be amended. If farm 
opinion condemns it as inadvisable, it can 
be dropped. 

Contrasted with the manner in which 
legislation has sometimes been pitchforked 
into the provincial statute book, with 
little time for study by the courts or the 
public, this leisured process of enactment 
is all to the good. 

The interests of the public and the 
prestige of the legislature would both be 
protected if important legislation not of 
urgent necessity were always dealt with 
in some such unhurried manner. Fewer 
laws would be thrown out by the courts, 
and the public would have fewer occasions 
to regret that others had not been thrown 
out. 

Where a drastic change is contem- 
plated in an established institution or 
method of administration, why should not 
notice be given at one session of the inten- 
tion to introduce the proposed bill at the 
following session? 

The public have some right to know 
what laws are planned, long enough in ad- 
vance that they can formulate opinion 
and make such representations as they see 
fit. This right is being recognized in the 
present instance. It is to be hoped the 
precedent will not be forgotten. 


Editorial Notes

minion to get on with the job”. 


A committee of the legislature is to 
study a proposal to cut the membership 
from 63 to 53, and report at next session. 
On the principle perhaps that a ten per 
cent reduction in the number of indemni- 
ties would off-set the ten per cent increase 
in amount. 


Alderman Grout wants the police to 
pay more attention to pedestrians who vio- 
late the stop-and-go signals at the corner 
of Jasper Avenue and 101st Street. And 
while they are at it the police might give 
some attention also to drivers who seem 
to think stop signs at other intersections 
are only put up as ornaments.

Credit Unions 


The evidence as to the operation of credit 
unions throughout Canada presented to the 
Banking and Commerce Committee of the House 
of Commons seems to have occasioned surprise 
among the members. Indeed, the reports indi- 
cate some of them had difficulty believing these 
little organizations have proven so successful 
and have done so much of a credit business. Mr. 
Dunning, for example, commented that human 
nature in the Maritimes is “growing very 
perfect.” 

Two weeks or more ago the committee heard 
a report on the Quebec credit unions. Since their 
inception they had made loans amounting to 
$200,000,000 and their losses had amounted to only 
one-twentieth of one per cent. That is truly a 
remarkable record. The volume of the Quebec 
credit union business is due, of course, to their 
having been in operation for 37 years. 

In Nova Scotia similar organizations were 
started in January, 1933. Now there are 120 of 
them with 18,000 members and have a capitaliza- 
tion of $500,000. Last year they loaned $750,000 
and as yet there is no record of any loss. 

Now there are credit unions in most of the 
Canadian provinces and more of them are being 
formed all the time. 

The spread of the credit union idea is not 
because they lend money at interest rates lower 
than does a bank. The rate is about the same 
apparently, or at any rate not so vastly different 
as to matter a great deal on small loans. Their 
growth is due rather to the ease with which loans 
are obtainable, Usually no endorsers are required 
and a minimum of information demanded. Public 
lending institutions cannot work on that system. 

In the case of credit unions it is possible be- 
cause the members are always closely associated 
in some way or another, either by employment 
or by social organization, which means that in- 
formation as to every individual's credit worthi- 
ness is already fairly available to everyone else

s. Additionally, the borrowing member has 
n amount of capital investment, sometimes 
1ount equal to or almost equal to the amount 
wed.

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Your Health

Dr. McCoy's menus suggested for the week 
beginning Sunday, April 10, 1938, 

SUNDAY: Breakfast—Poached eggs on toast- 
ed cereal biscuit; stewed raisins, Lunch—French 
artichoke; combination salad of lettuce, cucum- 
ber, small green peas and tomatoes. Dinner— 
Roast beef; pumpkin (canned); eggplant; carrot 
and apple salad; gelatin. 

MONDAY: Breakfast—French omelet made 
of the whites of two eggs and two ounces of milk, 
served on Melba toast; pear sauce. Lunch—One 
kind of fresh fruit; glass of milk. Dinner--Meat 
loaf; cooked celery; salad of shredded raw cab- 
bage; baked apple a la mode. 

TUESDAY: Breakfast — Whole-wheat muf- 
fins; peanut butter; stewed prunes. Lunch— 
Cooked string beans; salad of grated raw car- 
rots; glass of milk, Dinner—Mutton chops; but- 
tered beets; lettuce, celery and parsley salad; 
gelatin with whipped cream. 

WEDNESDAY: Breakfast — Coddled eggs; 
Melba toast; stewed apricots. Lunch—Dish of 
cooked carrots and peas; raw celery, Dinner— 
Broiled steak; string beans; asparagus; vegetable 
salad molded in gelatin; no dessert. 

THURSDAY: Breakfast—Waffles; small slice 
of broiled ham; applesauce. Lunch—Raw fruit as 
desired; glass of milk. Dinner—Roast pork; 
cooked celery; spinach; salad of grated carrots 
mixed with celery; apricot whip. 

FRIDAY: Breakfast—*Baked stuffed apple 
with cream. Lunch—French omelet; celery. Din- 
ner—Broiled filet of sole; artichokes; string 
beans; salad of sliced tomatoes with lettuce; no 
dessert. 

SATURDAY: Breakfast—Grapefruit as de- 
sired. Lunch—Ice cream, with raw acid fruit. 
Dinner—Broiled lamb chops; steamed carrots 
with parsley; celery and nut salad (nuts to be 
toasted); raspberry whip. 

*BAKED STUFFED APPLE: Remove the 
core and scoop out as much as possible of the 
apple. Run this scooped out portion through 
the food chopper with the desired amount of 
nut meats. Heap into the apple “shells” and bake 
in a moderate oven. Serve hot or cold, with 
cream or milk. 


Questions And Answers 

QUESTION: Marvey D. writes: “Will you ex- 
plain the principle of the milk diet and how it 
cures disease?” 

ANSWER: The milk diet is most often of 
benefit when the patient is under-weight or 
when the patient has some form of stomach 
trouble attended by irritation of the lining. The 
milk diet is beneficial because it is primarily a 
simple diet and when three or four quarts of milk 
are used each day, there is a beneficial effect 
upon the entire digestive tube. Most of the good 
coming from the milk diet results from the rest 
from other foods and from the fact that the pa- 
tient gets away from the faulty food combina- 
tions which he has been using. It is necessary to 
keep in mind that the body cures itself, and the 
purpose of the diet is to remove interference with 
the natural cure. Most people who are sick are ill 
because they have been using the wrong kind of 
food, too much food, or wrongly combined food, 
and these mistakes in eating will interfere with 
the norma! physiological processes and thus in- 
terfere with health. The milk diet may prove 
successful simply because it takes away the 
faulty habits of eating which have been keeping 
the patient sick. 

QUESTION: “Constant Reader” inquires: 
“Please inform me what is the cause of super- 
fluous hair on the face of a woman and what type 
of treatment is advisable?” 

ANSWER: It is generally conceded that a 
noticeable superfluity of hair occurring on the 
faces of women is due to an abnormal function- 
ing of the ductless glands; however, cases have 
been recorded where the external application of 
an irritant has produced an abnormal growth. 
Superfluous hair may be harmlessly removed by 
using one of the wax and resin preparations. The 
relief, however, is only temporary.

Education's Cost And Value 


From time to time Canadian citizens should 
ask themselves whether education, among other 
things, is costing the couptry too much. The total 
yearly cost of government, Dominion, provincial 
and municipal, is estimated to be near the billion- 
dollar mark—$927,000,000, to be exact—and that 
of education to be $120,000,000, or 13 per cent of 
the total. The Dominion Bureau of Statistics cal- 
culates that the cost of education uses up only 
3.5 per cent of the national income, which seems 
to be a surprisingly smal! part 

Primary and secondary education costs 
$102,000,000, or less than $10 per capita, and uni- 
versity education, $18,000,000. Only eight of the 
48 states to the south of Canada spend less than 
$10 per capita on primary and secondary educa- 
tion and they are poor negro states. Canadians 
spent as much money on cigarettes and liquor as 
they spend on the education of their children. 

An army of 74,000 teachers is required to 
teach the 2,500,000 children of school age in Can- 
ada. Educational methods could be improved but 
only prejudiced persons would contend that the 
nation does not receive value for the amount 
spent on education. 

The provincial governments may cause the 
municipalities to assume too large a share of the 
burden of education. The schools absorb 27 per 
cent of the money expended by the municipality 
for education of its children, a more efficient and 
equitable system could be developed:—Toronto 
Star.

ON THIS DATE 
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had a good deal to do with the re- 
luctance of the people of th. east- 
ern states to favor war with Bri- 
fain. but the knowledge that Bri- 
tain had her bulldogs in readiness 
at Halifax and elsewhere was more 
persuasive than the talk of amity. 

The arrival of the troops (whose 
numbers were much exeggerated 
in Boston and other American 
centres, possibly by British em- 
issaries) combined with the con- 
ciliatory attitude of the British 
envoy to Washington, had a seda- 
tive effect and aided the conclu. 
sion of a provisional treaty, which 
kept the way open for further 
negotiations even if the treaty was 
not accepted in London. In fact, in 
July, Provost was ordered to pre- 
pare to evacuate Nova Scotia and 
take his troops to Martinique. He 
sent word to Craig, by overland 
express, that he proposed to leave 
500 more regular soldiers in the 
provinces than were there before 
his arrival and that he had organ- 
ized 26 battalions of militia, “in 
the height of training,” and most 
of them armed. Craig sent back 
an urgent negative, telling 
Prevost that the danger was by no 
means over and that he must re- 
main with his troops; but Prevost 
had already sailed. He completed 
his mission and then had to return 
to Halifax, whence he and most 
of his troops proceeded afterwards 
to Quebec and Upper Canada. 

In 1812 Prevost became gov- 
ernor-general end commander-in- 
chief at Quebec, and had to con- 
¥ duct the campaign against the 
Americans for two years and @ halt 
under adverse conditions; but the 
war ended with Canada saved, and 
he went home, to die in January, 
1816, his Ife given for hig king
